DELINQUENTS CALLED TO ACCOUNT. 
SUPERVISOR MUNN PRESENTS HIS BILL TO SEV- 
ERAL ILLINOIS RAILROADS. 

Special Dispatch t The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 15.—Daniel G. 
Munn, Supervisor of Internal Revenue for Lili- 
nois, ishere to present to the Internal Revenue 
Bureau a claim against the Chicago, St, Louis & 
Alton Railroad Company for back taxes due the 
Government. Judge Beckwith, Attorney for 
thas Company, is expected toarrive bere to- 
morrow, when the case for and against the Com- 
pany will be argued by Messrs. Munn and Beck- 
with before the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, This claim against this Company has 
® curious origin. It is an outgrowth of 
the Sanboro contract sensation. Early 
last year, before the Sanborn  investiga- 
tion began, Supervisor Munn learned that 
one Green, of the firm of Presbery & Green, was 
traveling about in the Western country with that 
famous secret-service commission in his pocket, 

INVESTIGATING DIFFERENT RAILROADS, 
among which was the Chicago, Alton & St. Louis 
Road. Green was one of the active agents of 
Sanborp. The fact of bis presence and mission 
in the West was communicated to the Internal 
Revenue Department, whereupon Supervisor 
Munn was bimeelf ordered to conduct an inves- 
tigation on beha.f of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment. Munn has been engaged in the ex- 
amination of the books and accounts of railroads 
centering in Chicago for an entire year. His work 
has been attended with great difficulties, owing 
to the fact that a considerabie portion of the 
books were destroyed by the great tire. The re- 
sult is that be bas found that 
NEARLY ALL THE RAILROAD COMPANIES IN ILLI- 
xOl1s 
owe the Government large sums on account of 
the 5 percent tax on surplus earnings. It is 
ciaimed that the Chicago & Nortiwesiern Road 
owes $400,000 on this account, for the recovery 
ef which the Government has already brougbt 
suit. ,Munon has presented a statement 
to the Internal Revenue Bareau 
which the c!aim is made that 
the Chicago, Alton & St. Louis Railroad Compa- 
ny owe on account of this tax of 5 per cent 
upon the suipius earnings the sum of $203,645. 
The Company disputes the elaim for this amount, 
bat 
ADMITS AN INDEBTEDNESS 
on this account of $80,000. The difference be- 
tween the Supervieor and tie Company arises 
from the fact that the Supervisor declines to 
allow the Company to deduct from the amount 
to be taxed the amonnts§ eyrpended in 
improvements. The Supervisor claims that 
the 5 per cent tax was due upon the 
umprovements as well as upon the surplus rev- 
enues, unless the Company can show that the 
sums expended in improvements were obtained 
from other sources than the revenues of the 
Compaay.

DISTRICT FINANCES. 
(Ze the Associated Preas.} 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 15.—Mr, Conkling’s 
bill in relation to the District of Columbia, in- 
troduced in the Senate to-day, directs the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to issue 4 per cent thirty- 
year bonds of the United States to an amount not 
exceeding $18,000,000, and exchange them with- 
in one year for bonds and stocks of the District 
of Columbia and Cities of Washington and 
Georgetown, dollar for dollar, the difference in 
interest of either to be adjusted by nim. The 
total amounts of these various classes of securi- 
ties are set forth in detail, and, including $3,000, - 
000 of the 3.65 bonds and Board of Audits cer- 
tificates, authorized and guaranteed by the act 
of Congress last June, aggregate $17,742,800. 
The difference in interest between what the 
United States have to pay on $18,000,000 of 4 
per cent bonds and the amount they are entitled 
to receive on debts taken by them in exchange 
therefor, 1s stated to be $200,000 per annum, and 
this amount is to be pledged and invesied as a 
sinking fund for the principal. 

The bill is accompanied by a preamble which 
cites the Constitution and a report made by the 
House Judiciary Committee last session, to show 
that the United States are liable for these debta 
contracted through their delegated represeuta- 
tives.

The City of New Orleans is to-day ruled 
by White Leaguers. Although no violent 
outbreak h urred, and there has been no 
attempt to dispossess the established authori- 
ties, the predominance of the Rebel element 
is complete. The safety of the State Gov- 
ernment is only assured by the presence . of 
United States troops and vessels of war. If 
these were withdrawn the political fabric 
would fall at once into confusion. This com 
dition of affairs may well suggest the inquiry 
whether the removal of the Capital from New 
Orleans would not be a wise proceeding. As 
long as the city andcountry are at variance 
politically, and the population of New Orleans 
remains as it is,—careless of law and the 
traditions of the Republic,—there is no pros- 
pect of peace in the State. There are con- 
ditions present in New Orleans as well as in 
Paris which make either city a bad seat 
for the central Government; but the 
remedy in America is not, as in France, in 
the hands of any constituted authorities. 
Only the people of Louisiana can order a re- 
moval, and they have not thus far shown a 
disposition to do so. These reflections arise 
from a consideration of the dispatches printed 
this morning, which report a reign of law- 
lessness in the city amounting to defiance of 
the State Government, and a system of in- 
timidation and persecution amounting to a 
denial of free speech and free action. 


The proposition of the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue and the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to add 10 cents to the whisky-tax, 
is a movement, we fear, in the interest of re- 
ducing collections and increasing corruptions. 
The experiment of increasing the tax has 
been tried once, and with the most lament- 
able results, as it virtually killed collections. 
Under the reduction, collections have grad- 
ually improved. Now it is proposed, not- 
withstanding past experience, to repeat the 
folly by adding 10 cents to the tax, which 
opens the door to still further increases. The 


result will be that, while it may increase the

and buy off the collectors than to pay the 
tax, and the balance of trade will be in favor 
of corruption. In addition to this fact, the 
increase of tax can only, as it has done before, 
create rings and combinations of speculators, 
who will be in favor of even higher taxes, 
since they can make handsome profits by de- 
frauding the revenue. The proposition is 
fraught with evilin whatever way it may be 
regarded. Its only result is to foster cor- 
ruption and bribery, to defeat collections, and 
to defraud the Government out of what rev- 
enue it is already collecting under the present 
tax. 


THREE GROSS BLUNDERS. 
The majority of the House of Representa- 
tives at Washington made three serious mis- 
takes on Monday, which should be promptly 
corrected. These were : 
1. The refusal to pass the bill for the re- 
peal of the Potanp gag-law of the last ses- 
sion. 
2. The refusal to pass the Hotman resolnu- 
tion declaring that the financial condition of 
the country did not warrant the voting of 
subsidies of money or bonds to private specu- 
lators or to any individual or corporation. 
3. The rejection of the resolution to inves- 
tigate the conduct of Government officers in 
the case of the safe-burglary at Washington. 
The refusal of the House to pass the repeal 
of the Potanp gag-law was pretty clearly 
based upon the desire and the purpose of the 
majority to enact some law on that subject. 
Mr. Tremartn, of New York, proposed an 
amendment which is fully as objectionable as 
the original law. The majority of the House 
has indicated its purpose to enact a law mak- 
ing the publisher of any paper in any part of 
the United States responsible in a criminal 
action for alleged libel upon any membyr of 
Congress or other Government official if a 
copy of the paper be found in the District of 
Coiumbia. Trxmarn’s bill authorizes the 
indictment of the publisher by a 
Grand Jury of the District of Co- 
lumbia, and then provides that that 
indictment be transmitted to the United 
States Court of the District where the paper 
is published, the publisher to give bail, etc. 
What these people at Washington are aiming 
at is to have it established by law that if any 
newspaper containing a supposed libel on any 
office-holder in Washington City be found in 
that city, the publisher, no matter where he 
may reside, can be indicted in that District. 
The sixth amendment to the Constitution re- 
quires that the accused in all criminal prose- 
cutions shall have the right to a trial in the 
State and District wherein the crime shall 
have been committed. The crime must be 
committed in the District of Columbia to 
give any Grand Jury of that District jurisdic- 
tion thereof, and therefore he must be tried 
there. This thing of having a man 
indicted by a Grand Jury 1,000 or 
2,000 miles away, and then to be 
tried by some other Court in another 
part of the country, is too outrageous to be 
submitted to. In this respect it exceeds the 
old Sedition law of Joun Apams’ day, the 
authors of which were justly condemned by 
the people. There is no use wasting words 
about this matter. The American people will 
tolerate no such infamous law. The passage 
of the law last year was excused in some cases 
on the ground that its purport was not known. 
No such excuse can be made now. If the ex- 
cuse of ignorance last year was truthful, then 
the greater reason forthe unconditional repeal 
of the whole act now. The Republican party 
can carry no such law, nor can it carry any 
man who favors or votes to perpetuate it in 
form or under any guise. 

The country is fully aware that Mr. Tom 
Scott has a bill before the two Houses of 
Congress proposing that the United States 
shall guarantee one hundred millions of his 
railroad bonds, and pay the interest thereon 
in gold for forty years. The country is also 
aware that a similar bill will be urged in favor 
of Jay Cooxr’s Northern Pacific wild-cat rail- 
road. The country, therefore, cannot accept 
the refusal of the House to consider and to 
pass the Hozman resolution in any other 
light than as foreshadowing a favorable con- 
sideration of these robberies, or of a desire 


to let the members have time to dicker and 


trade with Scorr and the other speculators. 
The Republican party cannot undertake to 
pay all Tom Scorr’s and Jax Cooxn’s 
debts out of the National Treasury, 
nor can it carry the men who vote for it. 
The lesson of the elections of last fall cannot 
be ignored. The Republican party, to live, 
must cut itself loose from corruption in every 
form. Has that fact gained lodgment in the 
heads of Congressmen? 

The third mistake cannot be justified on 
any plea of ignorance. The District Attor- 
ney of the United States for the District of 
Columbia and a gang of scoundrels known as 
the secret or detective police of the Treas- 
ury Department were charged with a shame- 
less and disgraceful attempt to make up a 
case of crime against a citizen of Washing- 
ton. For this purpose a bogus robbery 
of the Attorney’s office was got up. 
The whole thing fell through, and 
the District Attorney was indicted with others 
for the conspiracy. Special eounsel was em- 
ployed to prosecute thecase. The jury failed 
to agree, but there was no difference of opin- 
ion among the people of the United States as 
to the guilt of the accused. The Court has 
since decided that, technically, the Grand 
Jury that found that and other indictments 
was illegally impaneled. The Attorney 
General has since then ordered the discon- 
tinuance of the prosecution. The question 
is now whether the District Attorney shall be 
dismissed. His friends and other personal 
friends of implicated parties do not want the 
case further investigated. The House on 
Monday refused to adopt a resolutior direct- 
ing that the whole connection of the Federal 
officials with the affair be investigated. The 
ground taken, that the resolution to investigate 
was offered by a Democrat, and that the of- 
ficers to be investigated were Republicans, is 
not sufficient. If no Republican offered to 
investigate, then it was the duty of the other 
side todemand it. If the Republicans of the 
House propose to adopt the ruffians and 
thieves of the Secret Service, and protect 
them from exposure, then they much mistake 
the temper of the country. The best use that 
can be miade of this session of Congress is to 
use it for the lopping off and burial of all the 
dead and rotten wood of the party ; for rid- 
ding the organization of all connection with 
official dishonesty and corruption, and not 
leave it to the people to do all this at the next 
election. Let the Republicans in Congress 
not add to the official corruption and dishon- 
esty, if it exist, the crime of protecting it by 
the recorded votes of the party. 


THE SIXTEENTH AMENDMENT. 
Senator Morton proposed at the last ses- 


sion of Congress a constitutional amendment 
changing the method of electing the Presi- 
dent of the United States. We hope he will 
push it at this session until Congress acts 
upon it and submits it to the State Legisla- 
tures for ratification or rejection. It is 
worthy to be the Sixteenth Amendment to 
the Magna Charta of America. Senator Mor- 
ton’s plan is, in brief, this: Each State 
is to be divided into as many electoral 
districts as it has Representatives in 
Congress. The vote of each district 
would be certified to the proper authorities, 
and would be counted as one vote for the 
Presidential candidate who received a ma- 
jority of the ballots cast in that district. The 
candidate carrying a majority of the aggre- 


gate vote of any State is to be credited with | 


two votes from the State at large. The can- 


didate who has a majority or a plurality of all | 
the Presidential votes is to be President. The | 
Vice-President is to be elected in the same | 


way. The electoral districts are to be formed 
by the Legislatures of the respective States, 
but Congress is to have power to rearrange 
the districts, if it wishes, and to establish tri- 
bunals for the decision of contested elections. 
This plan has several decided advantages. 
What they are will be best seen by a state- 
ment of the defects in the two other plans 
now before the public. 

The first of these is the one now in use. 
It is open to four objections. First, the mi- 
nority, however large, is deprived of its just 
weight, and indeed of any weight. If the 
total vote of New York, footing up 700,000, 
shows a bare majority of a hundred or two 


votes for one party, the Presidential nominee of | 


that party will receive the 33 electoral votes 
of the State. A minority that needed only 
200 or 2,000 votes more to give its party 
nominee these 33 electoral votes can now give 
him none, 


votes in a corrupt ward of New York City! 
The last sentence suggests the second dan- 
ger. A premium is put on corruption. 
Fraudulent votes in a few precincts may 
carry the whole State. All the large 
States, New York, Massachusetts, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, con- 
tain large cities; and ballot-box stuf 
fing is one of the tricks in_ trade 
of the city politicians of the baser 
sort. It has been proved that 25,000 fraudnu- 
lent naturalization papers were issued, used, 
and voted upon in New York City at the 
election of 1868. These, in the hands of 
12,000 repeaters, carried the city overwhelm- 
ingly against Grant and the Republicans. 
The city carried the State. Thus fraud in 
one locality diminished Grant's honest ma- 
jority of the electoral votes by sixty-six. It 
took thirty-three votes from him and gave 
them to Seymour, who had received a mi- 
nority of the legal votes. As it happened, his 
majority of the other States was so great that 
he could stand this loss of New York by 
fraud. Butif he had needed the real vote 
New York gave him, and had then been 
cheated out of it, would the Republican party 
have submitted to the glaring outrage? If it 
had not, civil war would have been 
inevitable. For—and this is is _ the 
third objection to the present plan— 
there is no appeal from the _ report 
or certificate of election officers no matter 
how false its verdict may be. Nobody can go 
behind the returns (unless, indeed, Congress 
has this dubious power). Cheating could not 
be made more easy and safe. If the false 
ballots once get into the box, no tribunal can 
reject them, though the rogue’s hand be 
seized as the fraudulent votes fall from it. 
Fourth, when no candidate receives an abso- 
lute majority of all the electoral votes, the 
choice devolves upon the House, which must 
vote on the three highest candidates. The 
delegation from each State casts one vote. 
This makes Nevada equal to New York, and 
Delaware equal to Illinois. If a delegation is 
equally divided, its State loses her vote. 
There is endless opportunity for wire-pulling, 
bargaining, chicanery, and corruption. In 
1800, when Jerrerson and Burr had a tie- 
vote, the struggle in Congress between them 
shook the whole country. The bitter feeling 
engendered by it perhaps led to Burr's half- 
treasonable scheme of a Southwestern Em- 
pire in which Aaron I. should reign. In the 
session of 1828-9, the House elected Jonyn 
Quinoy Apams over Jackson ata great cost 
of strife and bad blood which lasted a whole 


generation. That quarrel cost Huxur Crar 


‘the people believed the 


Apams to defeat him whenever he ran. Iftwo 
great parties, each representing over 22,000,000 
persons, striving for honor, spoils, and the 
control of the nation for at least four years, 
make the Congress of 1876-7 their battle- 
field, each trying to force or induce the 
House to elect the candidate whom it has 
failed to persuade the country to choose, can 
our institutions stand the strain ? 

The plan of electing the President by a 
direct popular vote would open the door to 
frauds innumerable. The votes of many 
of the frontier and the back-country districts 
would be held back until those of the more 
accessible communities had been announced, 
and would then be doctored to meet the ex- 
igencies of the case. The fraudulent votes 
of one large city like New York might, as 
now, change the election. Other objections 
can be urged, but the fact that this plan can- 
not possibly be adopted makes it superfluous 
to catalogue them. This method would de- 
prive the small States of the exaggerated 
power they obtain by their two Senatorial votes. 
Rhode Island, Nebraska, Florida, Nevada, and 
Delaware would have only one-third or one- 
half as much influence in a Presidential elec- 
tion as they do now, and a dozen other States 
would also lose power. No amendment can 
be carried without the concurrence of some of 
the small States, and none of them will favor 
this. Further comment is needless. 

Senator Morton's plan would obviate all 
these evils. The minority party in a State 
would have its just weight, as it does now, in 
the election of Congressmen. Fraud would 
have only local effect. New York corruption- 
ists could change only two or three of the 
electoral votes of that city instead of all the 
electoral votes of the State. A contested 
election in any district would be speedily 
passed upon by competent tribunals ap- 
pointed for the purpose. Thus fraud would 
be not only comparatively useless, but dan- 
gerous. The election would be decided at 
once, for the chance of a tie-vote between 
two candidates is almost nothing.. There 
should, however, be a provision for a second 
election, confined to these two candidates, in 
the case of suchatie. That would settle it. 

Both parties are equally interested in this 
reform. If corruption in New York threat- 
ens to wrest supremacy from the Repub- 
licans, corruption in Philadelphia threatens 
to counterbalance it. Neither party can 
afford to win by fraud. The tremendous 
struggle of 1876 must be fought fairly, or a 
civil war such as the world has never seen,— 
a war, not of States with States, but of 
State, county, city, township, ward, and in- 
dividual against individual, ward, towuship, 
city, county, and State,—may come. Our 
first century is to end with a political crisis. 
We shall be wise if we take care that the 
shock of conflict shall not be too great. The 
obvious perils of the present plan of meet- 
ing the crisis should be promptly removed. 
Senator Mortron’s proposed amendment 
seems to be a panacea, and we trust that 
Congress will give the State Legislatures the 
chance to ratify or reject it.

Upon the strength of this glowing, golden 
story, a romancer of fertile imagination went 
to work and conjured up the diamond wed- 
ding of the dark-eyed daughter of Dx Souza 
Cabral, the diamond-mine owner of Diamen- 
tina, whose income was only $20,000,000 
per annum. The S#aron wedding, with 
all its gold, paled in the  brilliancy 
of this CanraL diamond affair. The 
reader will remember the thousands 
of music-boxes hidden away in the mossy 
turf about the grounds; the acres of camel- 
lias, each with a diamond in its centre to imi- 
tate a dew-drop ; the more than princely gifts 
to the bride; the generous manner in which 
Dx Sovza lavished thousands upon hackmen ; 
the hundred-and-sixteen-million-dollar neck- 
lace, which rose and fell in wavesof dazzling 
brilliancy uponthe bediamonded breast of the 
lovely Matra; and the remark of the fond 
and proud father to his daughter that she 
looked like the head-light of a locomotive. 
This romancer thought he had set the 
metes and bounds of wealth so far 
away that no fact, golden or dia 
mond, silver or copper, would ever reach 
them. His fancy had taken a free flight, and, 
as he foolishly supposed, had soared into a 
region which could never be traversed by any 
wings of truth. His intention was to dwarf 
the realizations of fact with the creations of 
fancy, and yet his pretty romance, dazzling 
as it is, has already been outdone by the very 
man he intended to travesty. An article 
printed elsewhere, from the San Francisco 
papers, shows that Mr. Suaron, the King of 
Comstock, has reached what is supposed to 
be the very heart of the Comstock Mine. His 
laborers have penetrated below the crest 
of the mountain and struck a silver 
lode,—in mining parlance, a bonanza, or 
huge mass of ore, extending through the Con- 
solidated Virginia, California, and Opher 
claims for a distance of 1,200 feet, and no 
one can yet tell how much farther.

A KANSAS LIBEL-SUIT. 

A curious and very interesting libel-suit has 
just been tried in Kansas, which is creating 
great excitement throughout that State, and, 
from the prominence of the parties con- 
cerned, is invested with much more thau local 
importance, The parties to the suit were 
Judge Lecomprs and D. R. Antuony, editor of 
the Leavenworth Times, the former having 
brought the suit for libel on account of cer- 
tain charges preferred against him in the 
columns of the latter’s paper. It will be re- 
membered that Judge Lecomprez, in the days 
of ‘bleeding Kansas,” figured as a Border- 
Ruffian, and, as Judge of the Territorial Court, 
created for himself a rather unsavory 
reputation as a judicial ally of the 
slaveholders, and, according to the offi- 
cial reports of the Congressional Commit- 
tee of Investigation, took a prominent 
part in the suppression and expulsion of 
Abolitionists and the defense of the Border- 
Ruffians who were arrested for disturbance of 
the public peace and offenses even more seri- 
ous. For several years past, however, Judge 
Lecompre has been a Republican and the 
recognized leader of one of the factions of 
the Republican party. As Mr. Antruowy, the 
editor of the Leavenworth TZimes, has been 
for a long time the leader of another faction, 
a bitter personal enmity has existed between 
the two, which has been manifested on every 
opportune occasion during the past three 
years. As time went on, the bitterness in- 
creased. Mr. Anruony had the advantage in 
controlling a newspaper, and at last provoked 
the suit by the publication of the alleged libel 
in his columns, the principal parts of which 
were as follows: 


Lecomprg, true, to his instincte and the tyrannical 
reputation he bears for crimes committed in the dark 
days of 1854, '65, 56, and ’57. 

Judge LecomMpTe was the most obsequious of the 
Federal appointinents in Kansas, 

He weat to such extremes that his name became in- 
famous, and is to-day execrated by the friends of hu- 
manity throughout the country. 

Judge 8. D. Lecomprr, who declared the Lawrence 
Hotel a nuisance, an! the Judge who tried and cleared 
Fuoirt, was in attendance, 


These charges the 7imes now alleges were 
published with the full conviction that every 
word was true, and the editor is now justi- 
fying himself, in the public estimation at 
least, by publishing such facts from standard 
historical works and Congressional reports as 
sustain the charges. The suit was brought 
on the 11th inst., and the jury, after being 
out twenty hours, brought in a verdict of 
guilty, notwithstanding the fact that the wit- 
nesses for the defense sustained all the 
charges that had been made by Mr. Anrnony. 
The Judge has not yet passed sentence, 
which must be, under the law, a fine 
of not more than $1,000 or one year’s impris- 
Mr. AnrHony moved for an arrest 
of judgment and made a motion for a new 
trial. Thus the matter stands at present, 
and the 7imes continues to print articles even 
more savage than those which produced the 
suit for libel. Mr. Anrnony has one advan- 
tage upon his side, namely, the sympathy of 
the community, and also of a majority of the 
people of the State, who have not yet for- 
gotten the position Judge Lecompre occupied 
towards Free Kansas in the years of her his- 
tory from 1854 to 1857. His Republicanism 
is hardly of sufficient age to wipe out those 
memories. 


THE FULLERTON-AVENUE CONDUIT. 

Corporation-Counsel Dicxery’s opinion in 
the Fullerton-avenue conduit case offers two 
modes of relief for the contractors, if they 
are equitably entitled to it. One isa settle- 
ment with the city through the Comptroller 
and Common Council or by litigation; and 
the other by authorizing the Board of Public 
Works to relet the contract to the same con- 
tractors on new terms, which he thinks may 
be done by a two-thirds vote of the Common 
Council. The first of these modes is all 
right; the second is all wrong. 

Sec. 17, Chap. VI., of the city charter 
provides that all public improvements, the 
expense of which exceeds $500, shall be done 
by contract as provided in the case of special 
assessments. ‘This is: 

All contracts shall be awardea by said Board [Board 
of Public Works} to the lowest reliable and responsible 
bidder or bidders who shali have complied with the 
above requisition, and who will sufficiently guarantee, 
to the satisfaction of said Board, the pérformance of 
said work under the superintendence and to the satis- 
faction of said Board. 

It was under this section that the contract 
for the Fullerton-avenue conduit was let, and 
under this that any new contract for the same 
work should be let. The only exception is 
provided for in the following, one of a series 
of late amendments to the charter : 

Suc. 52. . . Provided, however, any such cqntract 
may be entered into by the proper officer without ad- 
vertising for bids, and without such approval, by a 
vote of two-thirds of all the Aldermen. 

It is under this amendment that Judge 
Dickey believes the same contract may be re- 
let to the same contractors without advertis- 
ing for bidders, if a two-thirds vote of the 
Council can be obtained to sanction this 
course. We believe it would be a serious 
error, and certainly a dangerous precedent, 
for the Common Council to take such action. 
The above amendment was adopted with 
special reference to exigency jobs; that is, 
to enable the Board of Public Works to pro- 
ceed at once with public improvements imme- 
diately demanded, without waiting for the 
slower process of advertising for bids. For 
instance, if a bridge fell into the river or was 
permanently disabled, and the public necessi- 
ties demanded its immediate replacement, it 
would be competent and proper for 
the Council, by a two-thirds vote, to 
authorize the Board of Public Works 
to let the contract withouv advertising for 
bids, which would consume something like 
sixty days. If an engine-house were burned 
or an engine destroyed, and public safety re- 
quired that it be restored at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, the Council would be justified 
in adopting the course pointed out by Judge 
Dicxry. But the Fullerton-avenue conduit 
does not properly come under this emergency 
class. Little progress can be made during 
the winter months with the work, and if the 
present contractors desire to abandon the 
work there will be ample time for the Board 
of Public Works to advertise in the usual 
way. To do what Judge Dicxxry suggests 
may be done in this case is to establish a 
most dangerous precedent that will enable the 
Council at any time, in conjunction with the 
Board of Public Works, to increase the com- 
pensation for public works which have been 
let to the lowest among responsible and com- 
peting bidders. It is easy tosee how the way 
might thus be opened up to the most flagrant 
abuses and to the great cost of the tax- 
payers. 

It is possible that the Fullerton-avenue 
contractors may have an equitable claim for 
some increased allowance on account of the 
nature of the material they have encountered 


in their excavations being different from, and 
more difficult to handle than, that which they 
found in their test-borings, though we do not 
believe it will amount to the enormous sum 
they demand. But if they have a good claim, 
let them collect it in the way provided by law, 
—through the Comptroller, or in default of a 
settlement by an appeal to the Courts. As 
to the continuation of the work, the fairest 
way, both for the city and the contractors, is 
that they should abandon their present con- 
tract, and bid again along with other bidders. 
In the proposals for bids, the Board of Public 
Works might fairly stipulate that the new 
contractors should purchase the tools and 
materials already furnished by Norazis & Co., 
ata fair valuation to be determined by the 
Board of Public Works, or an appraisal of 
any three disinterested and competent per- 
sons. This would relieve the present con- 
tractors of the loss which they now cite as a 
reason for not abandoning an unprofitable 
contract. 

At all events, we protest against relief be- 
ing furnished in the unusual and hazardous 
manner of a two-thirds vote of the Common 
Council. If this is done in one case, there is 
apt to be a perpetual clamor among future 
contractors, and it will lead to numberless 
abuses and corruptions. To secure a profita- 
ble contract thereafter it will only be neces- 
sary to underbid everybody else without ref- 
erence to the cost of the work, and then pro- 
ceed to get enough votes in the Common 
Council to authorize a largely-increased com- 
pensation. The dangers of such a precedent 
are manifest. 


RES ULT OF GLASS-STOCK LITIGATION. 

The decision of the Supreme Court in the 
case of Cutver vs. The Third National Bank 
settles the long-mooted question as to the 
liabilities of stockholders in private corpora- 
tions in Illinois organized under the general 
law of 1857. The bank was a creditor of the 
Northwestern Glass Company of Chicago, 
and, upon the failure or suspension of the 
Company in 1867-8, demanded payment of 
the stockholders. Separate suits were brought 
against Mr. Cutver and other stockholders 
to recover the amount of several promissory 
notes made by the Company. Among other 
defenses was that in the General Incorpora- 
tion act of 1849 it was provided that no 
stockholder should be held personally liable 
for any corporate debt unless suit has been 
brought against the Company within one year 
after the debt became due, and, this not hav- 
ing been done in this case, the stock- 
holders were not personally liable. The 
jury, under instructions as to the law, found 
a verdict for the bank, from which judg- 
ment there was ag appeal to the Supreme 
Court. This last Court decided that the act. 
of 1857 was asubstitute for the act of 1849, and 
repealed the latter; that Sec® 23 of the act off 
1849 was not re-enacted in the act of 1857, 
and that the liabilities of stockholders are 
fixed by the provision of the act of 1857, 
which declares that every stockholder sha)i 
be held individually liable to the creditors of 
the company to an amount equal to tlie 
amount of stock held by him, ete. Tlie 
judgment of the lower Court was therefore 
affirmed. 

The history of this Company is peculiar, if 
not interesting, and may be a warning to p er- 
sons subscribing to capital stock. When ‘the 
Company closed its works and suspen: ied 
business, it had sunk nearly all its paid-up 
capital, amounting to something like $1.50,- 
000, and owed several creditors, the larg;est 
being the Third National Bank, which hel! its 
notes for $45,000 and perhaps a year’s interest 
thereon. It had cash assets at the fime, 
187-8, amounting to $28,000 or $30, 000. 
The bank offered to take these and spply 
them on the debt, and aid the Compariy to 
collect the remainder by suits against; the 
delinquent stockholders who had not paid 
their subscriptions to the capital stock ; it 
offered also to remit the interest ther: due. 
The Company, however, by a vote of a 
majority of the Board of Directors, declined 
the offer of the bank, and resolved to ‘fight it 
out with the bank,—they having an idea that 
no recovery could be had against the stock- 
holders. The result of the legal war has now 
been reached. The original debt, with all the 
accumulated interest, is now in judgment 
against the stockholders. Some of these who 
were able to pay at the time are not in a con- 
dition to do so now; all those who paid up 
their subscriptions have now to pay an equal 
sum in addition, and those who subscribed 
but did not pay will be requested, by suit, 
judgment, and execution, to pay uf! original 
subscriptions and as much more t) pay the 
debts. 

Stockholders in private corporasions now 
know the extent of their legal liability for the 
debts of such corporations under the act of 
1857. 


THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 

The friends of the Hennepin Canal are 
happy over the fact that the Richmond Con- 
vention indorsed the project for this water- 
way specifically, while it put all the other 
schemes it recommended into one resolution, 
giving no one of them the preferemce. They 
propo as we learn from the edito- 
rial correspondence of the Dawenport Ga 
zette, to “‘ make a vigorous move upon Wash- 
ington,” or rather that part of Washington 
situated in and around the Capitol and the 
Treasury. The Hennepin Canal is no doubt 
a needed improvement, but the letter 
of the Hon. Wruuium Gooprme in 
our issue of yesterday suggests some 
weighty reasons against its immediate exeeu- 
tion. If this ditch is dug now, it will almost 
certainly be at the cost of the improvement 
of the Illinois River and the enlargement of 
the Michigan Canal. The nation will not 
help the State in both at the same time. Is 
it not better to complete what we have begun 
than to begin something which we may not 
be able to complete? The lockage of the 
whole line of water-communication from Chi- 
cago to the mouth of the Ulinois River will 
be 40 feet less than that of the Rock Island 
& Hennepin Canal alone. Moreover, the 
latter canal, when dug, should be made 
broad enough to float steamboats from the 
start. We want no more narrow ditches. 
Now a steamboat canal from Rock 
Island to Hennepin would be useless for 
steamboats until the Llinois & Michigan 
Canal is widened and deepened. This, then, 
should be done first. And again, there are 
grave doubts whether the Hennepin Canal 
van be supplied with water by the proposed 
feeder from Dixon without absorbing the 
Rock River in the summer months, and so 
involving the State in endless suits, endless 
injunctions, and endless damages. This 
must be carefully investigated and decided 
before a spadeful of earth is thrown up. A 
prominent engineer of this city, an old asso- 
ciate of Mr. Gooprna, coincides with the lat- 
ter in thinking that the water-supply may 
prove altogether too scanty during the dry 
months. For reasons such as these, it is 
plain that investigation must precede work 
on the line between Mock Island and Henne.

OF THE ILLINOIS INSTITUTION FOR THE EDUCA- 
TION OF THE DEAF AND DUMB. 

opectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

JACKSONVILLE, lll., Dec. 15.—The annual re- 
port of the Directors and Principal of the IiL- 
nois Institution for the Education oi the Deaf 
and Dumb is now in the hands of the printers, — 
who, by the way, are inmates of the Institution, 
which carries on itsown printing,—and, from 
advance sheets obtained from the Principal, I 
am able to give Tux Taipune the following in- 
formation of one of our most successfully-con- 
ducied public institutions: The present Board 
of Directors was organized in April last, changes 
having been made on account of troubles result- 
ing from the use of money by the former Board 
for the erection of a school building for whicb it 
was pot technically appropriated. The new 
Board therefore commenced investigations, de 
novo. 

THEY SAY: 

The Board found the Institution in a state of perfect 
organization, with good heali Dp tre. among its 
officers and pupils, and its vamed departments work- 
img witb entire harmony. Its immediste management 
is under Dr, Philip G. Gillett. an acknowledged leader 
in his profession, who for hteen years bas been 
Principal of the Instifution. uring that time, so far 
as we can learn, ite affairs have been conduc with 
signal energy and success. The rapid growth of the 
luetitution under its present management is almost or 
quite unprecedented. In respect to size it hus come 
to be third in the United States, In point of efiiciency 
it is probably not surpassed by any similar institution 
now in existence, Its various departments—intel- 
lectual, domestic, and industrial—have been thorough- 
ly and syst tical:y organized, The intellectual de- 
partment comprises sub-departments for instruction 
by means of signs, or instruction in ar- 
ticulation, and for instruction im drawing. The 
industrial department comprises sub-departments for 
training in printing, cabinet-making, ba and con- 
fectionery, shoemaking, and gardening. great a 
variety of labor and instruction of necessity makes 
the establishment a very complicated one. In all de- 
partments the orderly end suceessful administration 
of affairs gives ample evidence of rare executive 
ability on the part of the Principal, while in the man- 
agement of the Institution we have found him carefu! 
to conform as nearly «8 possible to the provisions of 
the law in the application of funds. 

Much of the past and present siiccess of the institu- 
tion is also due to the faithfulness and efficiency of the 
subordinate officers, teachers, and employes. The 
Board have found them, without exception, to be com- 
petent and weli versed in the'r peculiur labors. There 
is probably no avocation in which experience is more 
valuabie than in deaf mute teaching, in whicn famil- 
iarity with a unique language is tue first requisite of 
success, 


FINANCIAL. 

The Board report that the chapel and school- 
building have been completed to the third-story 
joists at acost of $24,800, and werk suspended 
for want of the amount needed to make up the 


contract price of $38,500. To inclose and com- 
plete the building will require an additional ap- 
p.opriation of $22,173. They state that the 
building is greatiy needed. They also recom- 
meuod the erection of new buildings for cabinet- 
shop and printing-oflice, with provision for a 
book-bindery; also, that the rear wall of the 
main building, now in a dangecous condition, be 
removed and rebuilt, and thats $2,732 be appro- 
priated for the construction of iron corridors 
from tbe north and south wings of the institu- 
tion to the dining-hall. For the ordinary ex- 
penses of the institucion $250 per annum for 
each pupil in actual attendance is considered 
necessary,—which is $50 lesa thao is allowed in 
other States. 

To recapitulate, the Board recommend appro- 
priations as follows:

The report closes by commending the Institu- 
tion as every way worthy of the fostering care 
of the State, and onein which every citizen may 
justiv take pride, and its officers ag faithtul aod 
effiicient. 

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL. 

Dr. Gillett’s report is a lengthy and very inter- 
esting document. It shows the numero! pu- 
pis on the rolls, Nov. 30, 1872, to be 324; since 
added. 127; now on the rolls, 394. In actual at- 
tendauce, 342. Only two have died at the Lusti- 
tution. The Principal says: 

The appropriations made by the last General Assem- 
bly for tue ordinary expenses of the Institulion were 
based upon the recommendations of your predecessors 
of an alowance of $250 per annum for each puyil, 
Though tue aggregate amount required for the sup- 
port of an institution for a State of such extent and so 
large a population as that of Lilinois seems large when 
compared to the cost of sustaining a single family, yet 
the actual amount to each resident of the State is ex- 

ingiy small. The population of the State, accord- 
ing to the United States census of 1870, is 2,539,891, 
which makes the cost of maintaining a deaf mute in 
the Institution, to each inhabitaut, .093 of s mill,—less 
than one-tenth of a mill,—so that 1 cent to each inhab- 
itant of the State a little more than supports 100 pupils 
a year, furnishing them with board, tuition, books, 
medical attendance, fuel, and washing, The entire ex- 
pense of operating the institution is to each resident 
of the State less than 4centsa year. The average 
leng:b of time spent by the pupils here is about seven 
years, 80 that the education of adeaf mute in Lilinow 
oosts each of per citizens seven-tenths of a mill, 

The report shows that the appropriation of 
$70,000 last year, for the ordinary expeuses of 
the Institution, is less than 1-72 of 1 per cent of 
the taxable pecewty, or less than 14 cents on 
each $1,000 of property. The average cost, per 
day, of each pupil is about 20 cents.

000 below the sum appropriated for the same 
purposes by the last Legisiature, and 
is nearly two hundred thousand dollars 
lees than the institutions in their reports ask for. 
The report of the Board of Public Charities, it 
is said, will be unusuallycomplete. It will show 
the plan and sanitary condition of the jails and 
alms-houses in nearly every county in the State, 
and it wi'l exhibit in detail the crimina) statistics 
of the State. Ino short, it will be a succin ct and 
clear bistory of the criminal and unfortunate 
classes.

THE REY. R. W. PATTERSON. 


His Inauguration as Professor of Evi-«- 
dences ot Christianity and Ethics. 
The Second Presbyterian Ohurch, corner of 

Tweutieth street and Michigan avenue, was com- 

fortably fuli of ladies and gentlemen last even- 

ing, who bad assembled to witness the cere- 
movies incident to the inauguration of the Rev. 

Robert W. Patterson, D. D., as Professor of the 


. Evidences of Christianity and Ethics in the 


Presbyterian Theologica! Semivary of the Nortb- 
west. Among those present were Prof. Patton, 
the Rev. Mr. Noyes, the Rev. Dr. Halsey, the 
Rev. J. Monro Gibson, the Rev. Dr. Blackburn, 
the Kev. Mr. Trowbridge, the Rev. Dr. 
Hurd, John Forsyth, Esq., Judge 8S. M. .Davis, 
the Rev. Mr. Faris, the Rev. J. L. Thompson, 
the Rev. John Armstrong, of Muscatine. Ia. ; the 
Rev. Robert Beer, of Valparaiso, Iod.; C. OC. 
Brown, of Springfield; H. G. Miller, B, F. Alien, 
Charles Crosby, Samuel Harvey, of Laporte, 
Ind. The Rev. Samuel J. Nicoolls, D.D., of St. 
Louis; the Rev. J. D. Mason, of Davenport ; 
the Rev. F. N. Ewing, ot Decatur, and W. G. 
Craig, of Keokuk; the President of the Board of 
Directors, occupied the pulpit, the latter pre- 
siding. 

The exercires were begun by the singing of an 
anthem. This was followed by the reading of 
the Scriptures, a prayer, and a bymn. 

DR. CRAIG 
then delivered an address, congratulating the 
Board on the advancement of the cause uude: 
its charges, saving that the addition of a chair 
embracing a field so important at this period of 
cburch-life was not only a widening of the curric- 
ulum of the school, but was avery satisfactory 
intimation of the range of views of those who 
had charge of mivisterial education for the 
Church in this region. It was a favorite asser- 
tion tnat all that was necessary to meet the 
skeptical tendency of the present day was to an- 
pounce the doctrine, aud cry ** Come to Jesus,” 
leaving unheeded the discussions whether there 
was any Jesus or principles of revelation from 
which the doctrines of the Church took their 


rise. This assertion met with approval 
amon some of- the brethren; but such 
Christians were self-deceived, and were 


led astray by the pernicious iofiuences of super- 

ficial knowledge. They held down the truth, 

not in moralits, but in a poverty of experience, 

ina parrowness of sympathy, a feeble range of 

view, and never reached the mighty mass of men 

distressed witb the uncertainty of skeptical in- 
sees and led them out of the labyr.nth of 
oubt. 

The object in establishing the Chair of Evi- 
dences and Eth cs was to rear up ministers who 
would undeistand the truth on which the doc- 
trines reste |, that they might beable to meet 
the needs of the age, and on the alert and 
convince men when about to into the 
cold discomfort of uvpbe ief. That the 
people were slipping away from the 
Church no thoughtful man could doubt; and 
the time hed come for the bringing forth of the 
latest analysis of truth, and showing thar it was 
divine to so educate the rising ministry that 
they might be able to refute the arguments of 
the skeptic, and lead thinking men to a& convic- 
tion in religion. 

THE OBLIGATION. 

At the concinsion of the address, Dr. Patter- 
son stood up and obligated himself as follows: 

In the presence of God and of the Board of Directors 
of this Seminary, [ do solemnly profess my belief that 
the Confession of Faith and Cateotisms of the Presby- 
terian Church contain a summary end true exhibition 
of the system of doctrine, order, and worship taught 
in the Holy ae the on!y supreme and infallible 
rule of faith, and my approbation of the Presbyterian 
form of Church government as being agreeabie to the 
Scriptures; and do promise that I will not teach, 
directly or indirectly, anything contrary to or incon- 
sistent with, the said Confession and Catechisms, or 
the fundamental principles of Presbyterian Church 
government, and that I will faithfully execute the 
office of a Professor in the Presbyterian Theological 
Seminary of the Northwest, 

THE REV. DR. NICCOLLS 


then delivered the charge. He said Dr. Patter- 
son wes to bea teacher of teachers,—was to 
maintain against all doubts the claim which the 
Scriptures made ior Jesus,—that all Scripture 
was given by inspiration of God; thatthe law 
of the Lord was perfect; that it was not only 
God-given, but that it was the only infallible 
guide to righteousness and truth; and thas it 
revealed the wil] of God andthe supreme law 
of conscience. He charged him to teach the 
truth of God plainly, openly, and free from the 
commandments and traditions of men. The 
best defense to make for Christianity would be 


to show from the Word of God wuat 
Christianity was. Controversies in the 
Church itself had caused = skepticism. 


He should never be ashamed to couvfess at 
times his ignorance and his inability to explain 
everything that might be in the Word of God. 
The arrogance religious teachers had assumed 
in expounding autuoritatively.bad been one of 
the greatest wea.nesses in the defense of Chris- 
tianity. His pupils should go forth firm believ- 
ers in the truth, and they should be taught to 
preach it in its relation to Christ as the onlv ef- 
fective power to reclaim men, to purily morais, 
and to regenerate society. In conciusion, he 
charged bim to teach Clrist, and to hold Him up 
as the alpha and omega of Christianity. 
THE REV. DR. PATTERSON 

then delivered bis inaugural! address, saving that 
thia particular Professorship was the oniy posi- 
tion he would have accepted in tbe last ten 
years. Life was sbort, and when one approached 
three-score years there remained little for him 
to do but gather up the results of prior reading 
and study. The younger men sbould perform 
the work of Biblical and theolog cal investiga- 
tion which the wants of the age demanded. He 
did not wish to be understood as objecting to 
critical study ; without it one could not keep 
pace witb the times and resist the assaults upon 
the Gospel. He did not admit that unbelief now 
was more formidable thav in fo: mer generations; 
nor did he concede that the cause of Chris- 
tianity was likely to suffer more serious injury 
py the unbelief of the nineteenth century 
than it had euffered in the eighteenth ; 
and he believed its supporters were as well pre- 
pared for defense as it# autagovists were for at- 
tack. 

The causes of skepticiem were then consid- 
ered at some length, be saying it was a part of 
his labor to study the various forms of unbelief 
and make comparative views of them, 80 as to 
distinguish their relative strength or weakness, 
and. in the results, to exhibit the transcending 
superiority of the Gospel.

EASTERN FREICHTS, 
REDUCTION IN RATES ON DBESSED HOGS. 


The war between the Saratoga combination 
and the Baltimore & Obio Railroad is progress- 
ing slowly. Anotner attack has just been made 
by the combination, by reducing the rates on 
dressed bogs from thie city to Eastern points 10 
cents percwt. This is ove of the princ_pal arti- 
cles of freight going to the East during the win- 
ter months. The Baltimore & Ohio has lately 
done a large business in this article, and it is be- 
lieved by the managers of the combination that 
they secured the trade by maxing extra conces- 
sions to the shippers. It is, however, claimed 
by Commissioner Wadsworth that the reduc- 
tions have not been made on account of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, but because business has 
been so light lately that most of the freight- 
cars are standing idie on the tracks, aod it is be- 
lieved that the reduction will induce shippers to 
ship the goods they have on hand. 

The vew rates on dressed bogs, which will go 
into effect to-day or to-morrow, are as follows:

ln spite of all these movements by the com- 
bination, the Baltimore & Onio remains inactive, 
and refuses to change its tariff. This road 
knows that any reduction of the rates on its 
part would be met with a similar reduction by 
the combination ; it therefore prefers to have 
the shippers uvderstand that, alihough the tanff 
is the same as that of the combination, still 
rates would be made to suit if application was 
made at the ofiice. The combivation cannot 
combat this kind of warfare, as the allowance 
of rebates or drawbacks on tue part of any of 
the roads belopginge to the combination would 
be a violation of the Saratoga agresment. 

The discrimination made im favor of St. Louis 
is still agitating the minds of the roads leading 
to that city. The Chicago & Aiton Kailioad is 
mostly affected by this distrimipation, as a great 
portion of the St. Louis traffic was goimg over 
this hne which would go via the Pennsylvania 
Railroad if it adhered to the rates of the Com- 
missioners. The managers of this road have 
therefore decided to make their rates from St. 
Louis to the East as low as those of any of their 
competitors, and thus reiain their present 
prestige.

STEALING A RAILROAD, 
DEXTERITY OF A CHIEF JUSTICB OF LOUISIANA. 

The United States Supreme Court receutly de- 
cided a case, that of Heaorv R. Jackson and 
others vs. the Vicksburg, Shrevenort & Texas 
Railioad Company, Judge Ludeling, of Louisi- 
ana, and others, which involved practically the 
theft of a whole railroad. The case was begun 
in the United States Curcuit Court of L ouisiana 
to set aside 

A CERTAIN SHERIFF'S SALE, 
and the complainants were holders of 670 out ef 
761 bonds of $1,000 each issued by the Railroad 
Company, and secured by a mortgage upon the 
railroad and its appurtenances, and upon tic 
franchises and personal effects of the Company, 
together with more than 40,000 acres of land. 

The sale which complainants asked to have set 
aside was made under an ex-parte order, ob- 
tained from a Judge in chambers on the 23d day 
of December, 1865, at the suit of Gordon, who 
descrised himseifas the owner of four of the 
mortgage bonds, upon which interest-coupons 
amouat.ag to $720 were due and remained un- 
paid. Gordou’s petition made vo disclosure of 
the Dame of any other holder of bonds secured 
by the mortgage. Ostensibly he sued for him- 
self alone. He asked forno notice, aod nove 
was given, of his application to any other bond- 
holder, though there were 761 bouds ouistand- 
ing, held princivally in other States. The order 
of seizure was granted by the Judge on the 23d 
day of December, 1865, but it was not fled in 
the Clerk's office till Saturday, the 30th of that 
mooth, late in the afternoon, and on that day 
the Sherii? made a seizure and served a notice 
thereof upon H. M. Bry, who was then act- 
ing as the President of the corporation, 
and who subsequently became one 
of the purchasers at the sale. On the 2d of Jan- 
uarv, 1566, the Sheriff advertised the property 
for sale in one newspaper published in the [own 
of Monroe, and by posting a copy of the adver- 
tisement on the church door and anotber at the 
door of his office. The sale was to take place, 
under this mortgage, the first Saturday in Feb- 
ruary. By law the property, worth $500,000, 
consisting of a well-stocked road 190 miles long, 
and the usual sppliauces, could not be sold for 
less than 


TWO-THIRDS or ITS APPRAISED VALUES. 


In pursuance of the scheme, therefore, ap- 
praisers were summoned to meet ou Feb. 3, the 
day of the sale, at 10 o’clocka.m. They were 
appointed by Gordon and Bry, both of whom 
were purchasers at the sale. Obviously it was 
impossible for the persons appointed to makp 
auy fauw appraisement at that time, Yet they re- 
porte@ond of all the property at $75,000 in legal- 
tender notes, and the ale proceed From the 
Sheriff's return as first made, drawn up by John 
T. Ludeling,:Gordon’s attorney, and one of the 
purchasers, the Speriff exacted an illegal and 
onerous condition; which was that the purchaser 
should pay cash to pay the interest coupons then 
due, with credit to meet the immature interest 
and bonds, and should give bonds, with personal 
security, for the credit portion of the bid. At 
the first cry the property was struck off to 
George M. Branner & Co. for $550,000; but be- 
cause they failed to pay at once the interest 
coupons then due and presented, the Sheriff im- 
mediately set up the property again in bulk, and 
sold and adjudicated it to Jonn JT. Ludeiing, H. 
M. Bry, James U. Horne, and others, the said 
John T. Ludeling baving bid in the property for 
them for the sum of @50,000, and they having 
complied with the terms of sale by paving the 
proportional amounis of the several coupons 
due, which weie presented for payment, to wit, 
$10,739.83 to William R. Gordon, John T. 
Ludeling, and James U. Horne, the holders of 
154 bouds, andto F. P. Stubbs, $840.08, being 
the amount due on the coupons he presented for 
pavmeot. Such was the Sheriff's retura. Two 
dars afierward be made a deed to the pur- 
re.

MISCELLANEOUS, 
MASSACHUSETTS BOADA,

have earned less in gross, and their operating 
expenses have vot diminished.

increase ci more than 22 per cént, aud the total 
debt of the twenty-one roads reported this year 
amounts to $48,851,207. The net income of the 
Boston roads bas declined from $5,438,131 to 
$4,827,248. Their expenses have increased from 
$16,818,991 to $16,872,750, and their gross re- 
ceipts have falicn from $22,257,732 to $21,699,- 
978.

Mr. Boothby gath- 
ered from the imprecations with which he was 
assailed that the cause of his ill-treatment was 
that he was accused of insulting the young 
ladies of the school while making hi 
speech to them yesterday. In the 
meantime the young ladies were crowding 
the galleries of the school, and begging the 
young men not to harm him. Mr. Boothby, bav- 
ing given the scholars no cause for offense, 
asked to be brought before the school. His re- 
quest wasgrapied, andthe young men marched 
into the school-room with him. The teachers 
and voung-lady pupils joined in denying that 
Mr. Bootbby bad ever insulted them. On the 
contrary, bis conduct had been most gentleman- 
ly and considerate.

tothe average amount of specie retained at 
bome since 1561. During the nine years from 
1861 to 1869, an average of $22.600.000 a year 
was retained in the country; this is $3,V00,v00 
more than the average of the last two years. 

e Director of the Mint estimates tliat the 
world’s stock of precious metais is from $10,000,- 
000,000 to $12,V00,000,000, nearly equally di- 
vided as to the two metals, Of this amount, the 
Director of the Mint at Paris asserts that France 
possesses in gold money $1,000,000,000, and in 
full-valued silver pieces 300,000,000. The 
present annual production of gold throughout 
the world is estimated at $100,000,000, aud of 
silver at $80,000,000, giving an addition to the 
accumulated stock of 13 per cent per annum. 
the rate of production is unquestionably dimiu- 
ishing, and as three eountiies of Europe— 
Russia, Austria, and Italy—bave, like ourselves, 
not even Oegun to colleet gold forthe resump- 
jon of payments in coin, there is very littie 
chance of prices suffering in thie century anv in- 
Bation from the redundancy of the precious 
metals. 

The Monetary Times of Toronto, Ont., calls 
attention to the barge expansion of circulation 
and discount in the Provinces of Quebec and Un- 
tario.

To the Editor ef The Chicayo Tribune: 

Much has beén said by members of the Chicago 
Board of Trade and the press in regard to the qu 
tion of preventing corners th grain, an@ thuty réine 
dies have been suggested, Tie Committee now having 
charge of the reveton of the rules are expected to 
maké riles that Will forever prévent the buyer and 
seller from losing money if. he pays more thah the 
property is worth, or selis for less, Our trouble is not 
of recent growth, We have been for years attempting, 
under our charter, to make ourselves and the public 
believe that we were a litle world by ourselves, and 
amenable to no laws except those made by a few wise 
ones for their individual protection, or to perpetuate 
that old-fogy theory. We find that the publie how de- 
mands that we apply the Golden Rule; and the all- 
important question now before the Bourd is, How to do 
it.

The Chicago Board of Trade started with the avowed 
object 6f promoting the commercial interests of the 
North west oY bonorable and just deaiings between its 
members and the public; and was empowered by the 
State, by theif charter, to make such rules and regtula- 
tions as were deemed necessary, not contrary to the 
law of the land. We find to-day that at least one-half 
of the members believe that thé present rules are 
right, and that the Board has the power to evforce any 
ruje that it sees fit to make, whether made in con- 
formity to law or not, 

[ predict that no candid man will deny that our 
rules for the enforcement of contracts are not in con- 
formity with the common law of the eountry; and that 
our system of disciplines deprives the unfortunate of 
all the fights guardnteéd by the laws, by depriving its 
members of theirfranchise as members for a default 
upon a contract; whether or het the defanit is one of 
fiuancial inability caused by the other party to the 
contract attempting to prevent the honest fol- 
filment of it, for the purpose of extorting unreason- 
able damages, Seeds, grain by sample, and, in fact, 
nearly all products of tué country, iv small lots, are 
bought and sold for future délivery by our mémbers, 
and [have néver seen or heard of 4 tingle case where 
the holder of a defaulted contract of this kind attempt- 
ed to enforee tho discipline of suspension until

that of one car-ioxud ? The remedy for the evils in our 
system is now the all-important question, and it isa 

uty that each individual member owes to himself 
and to the public, to throw aside all prejudice and 
give his advice to the Committee, that they may be 
able to arrive at conclusions that will remedy the evils 
without destroying the speculative business, which has 
in the past, and willin the future, make Chicago the 
best market in the world, if conducted upon princi- 
pies of equity and justice, 

In my opinion the solution of this qéstion is a véry 
simple one. I donot believe any ruldés or laws cat be 
made that Wili prevent men from purchasing what 
they do not want, and cannot pey for, or from seliing 
what they cannot deliver, or that will preveht men 
from attempting torunacorner, But Wwecan make 
guch rules as will protect our members from the r>- 
sulis of unjust conspiracies, by #0 amending our rules 
that ail parties to a contract are upon an éqta!l footing, 
by leaving all questions pertaining to contracts where 
the common law of the country place the contracting 
porties. In cases Of default, we slion!d provide that,

The Committees of the County 
Board Talk Economy. 


And Then Leave Things About as They 
Were. 
° 


Certain Underlings Reduced a Dollar a 
Day. 


The Joint Committees appointed to look into 
the matter of the s&larics of cdtnty officers 
were im session yesterday afternoon in the 
Finanog Committee-room, in the Couaty Build- 
ing. 

Commissioners Holdén, Clongh, MoCaffrey, 
Crawtord, Schmidt, Jones, Guenther, and Lasse 
were present, with the first-named acting as 
Chairman. 

Cotmuiissioner Guenther desired to know who 
hadin charge the question of fixing salarics 
for the 

NORMAL SCHOOL. 

Commissioner Clough said the Board of Edyica- 
tion attended to that. Commissioner Guenther re- 
markedthat the Board ought to have entire charge 
of the salaries in that department. The Priaci- 
pal bada salary of $4,000 per annum, and the 
county should exercise the mght to cut down ex- 
cessive axpoudittires. 

COLLECTOR MILLER 

was then sent for to give information as to the 
salaries paid in bis department. He informed 
the Committees that the item of $5,000 paid the 
Assistant Treasurer had met with the approval 
of the Board when it was first allowed, and men- 
tioned that his assistant, Mr. Bye, waa very 
efficient, and admitted that the Treasurer's office 
was in bis care, and that Mr. Bye was more fa- 
miliar with its duties than any man be could gé- 
lect. 

Commissioner Holden thought that the times 
would not justify so large a salary, abd men- 
tioned that the Commissioners only got #1,500, 
and some of their Board were men of ability. 

Mc. Miller replied that he was once & memper 
of the Board, aud only received $400 a@ year ; 
they bad progressed since that day, 


Comuussiover Holden said the people looked | 
to Mr. Miller to run the office, and thought it 


extravagant.to allow him a $5,000-assistant, in 
counectiou with the large salary he (Aililier) re- 
ceived as Treasurer. 

Mr. Miller responded by saying that by rota- 
tion of oilice one official was vot fairly acquaint- 


people. After further conversation as to the 
ability of Sir. Bye for the position he now holds, 
his salary was fixed at the present figure. Mr. 
Bye's presence was thea demanded, to give the 
Committee somé idea of the duties incumbent 
apon the 

SUBORDINATE POSITIONS. 

Mr. Miller, in answer to a question, stated that 
the couuty derived from bis ollice a re¥enue 
of about $20,000 a year. 

Commissioner McCaffrey was opposed to 
changing the present salaries; he relied upon 
the good judgment of Mr. Millerand Mr. Bve, 
and, by reducing the salaries, it in oll probability 
would occasion a loss to the county. 

Air. Miller asserted taat no person could con- 
duct his odice with more economy than at pres- 
ent. 

Commissioner Holden thought that some of the 
salaries would bear a reducuon. 

Mr. Bye stated that if the day employes were 
to be cut dowa, they perhaps could be induced 
to work after office hours by an extra compensa 
tion, aud said if tue em;loves received #5 instead 
of $4, then taey ought to havean opportunity to 
word after bight for ao extra dollar. Un motion, 
it was finally decided to cut down the pay of tho 
sabordivates in the lreasurer’s office from $4 to 
$3 per day, and to reeommend the extra $1 for 
evening work, and the following salaries were 
then recommeaded: Clerk, $1,800 per annum; 
three clerks, each, @140 per month; two cierks, 
each, @125 per month; two, for ten mopths, at 
tl4u; thiee, for ten months, at 3100 per month; 
three, for ten months, at #125 per month: 
aecessary extra help at $125 per month ; eashier, 
$1,500, and bookkeeper, €2,200 per annum. 

Comwmissiover Guentaer moved that the Com- 
mittee on Education of the Board of Commis- 
sioners confer withthe Board of Education in 
regard to reducing the salaries at the Normal 
School 

Commissioner McCaffrey offered an amend- 
meént by intrusting that business to the present 
Committee. After some little discussion, Com- 
missioner McCaffrey withdrew his amsudment, 
andthe motion of Commissiober Guenther was 
carried. 

SHERIFF FRANK AGNEW 

was then examined by the Committee in regard 
to the salaries received by his numerous ¢in- 
dloyes. Dir. Agnew said he could not see where 
be could reduce, and bad thought seriously of 
asking for ap increase in certain respects. The 
salary of the Chief Clerk ia the Sherill’s office, 
which is $2,000, waa then taken up, but nochange 
was made. 

Commissioner Holden referred to the thirty- 
three bailiffs, and was of the opinion that their 
salaries migit be reduced. Mr. Aguew differed 
with the Commissioner, and added that their 
duties were of such a nature that the salaries 
were none too large, 

Commissioner Holden then sked Mr, Arnéwy 
if he did vot bave petitions from hundreds of 
men who would do the work for a less -gum than 
received by the present bailiffs. 

The Sheriff responded by saying there was no 
doubt of that, but thre men from whom tho peti- 
tious were receiyed were compelled to labor for 
low wages, on account of their poor qualifica- 
tions, and he didn’t think the couuty desired to 
take advaniage of that. 3 

Commissioner Holden snggested that good 
mep for bailiffs were abundant at $500 pétr 
annim. 

The salaries of the deputies and bail'ffs were 
finally fixed as follows: Eight Deputy-bheriffs, 
$2,000 each; four deputies, each, 6500 (for the 
outside towns); thirty-three bails, each, $1,200 
per annum. 

Mr. Agnew then said the salaries of depnties 
were too low; they were required to furtish 
$100,000 bonds and provide themselves with 
borse and buggy, and the country depuiies iu 
particular were paid too little for the amount 
of laborthey performed and the amouut of 
bonds they gave. 

Commissioner Holden was willing to admit 
that, for the amount of bonds they gave, $500 a 
year was small, and thought their remunera- 
tion should be increased, while those of tbe bai- 
liffs should be fixed at $4 per day for actual 
tame on duty. 

Commissioner Jones then raised the question 
as to whetber they could lawfuily interfere with 
the salaries of those already avpointed. 

Commissioner Hoiden thought they had the 
power to act upon the salaries of all but elective 
ofticers. : 

Mr. Agnew remarked that he would prefer 
that the remuneration of the country deputies 
should be left as at present, rather than reduce 
the pay of the bailiffs. 

‘The Committee recommended other salaries as 
foltows: Assistant Office-Clerk, 31.200; Jailer, 
$2.400; Assistant Jailer, $1,200; Clerk for Jail, 
€1,200; two watchmen, $900 each. 

The Committee then adjourfned—there being 
no further business before them for the after- 
noon—to the domains of Peter Hand, the Jailer. 
and took ao inside view of the premises over 
which he presides. 

They will meet again to-day and resume the 
salary question.

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TOM MOORE, 
AN IRISHMAN’S OPINION OF THE POET. 

Mr. John F. Finerty lectured io the Irish 
Literary Hall, corner of LaSalle and Lake 
streets, last evening, on “Tom Moore.” The 
lecturer reviewed the career of the remarkable 
Irish poet at some length, and recited a few 
specimens of his best p etry,—quoting more es- 
pecially from ‘** Lalla Rookh” and the * Irish 
Meiodies,” which are the enduring monn- 
ments of the Irish national poet’s fame. 
He eaid that Tom Moore had two distinct 
patures—the nature of an Irish patriot, which 
was his redeeming virtue, and the nature of a 
Whig place-beggar, which was one of the great- 
est stains upon his fame. He was, at once, a 
hero and a flunkey, but his heroism was in ex- 
cess of bis flunkeyi-m. This was amply shown 
by the celebrity which his purely-patriotic poetry 
had attained, while the pieces dedicated to 
George IV. and to the Duke of Welliugton 
were almost forgotten, or were, at least, dis- 
carded by the lish nation. Moore was the great 
aliv of O’Conueil in securing Catholic emancipa- 
tion. His lyrics were sung in the palatial halla 
of Princes, Dukes, Lords, and Earls. They vi- 
brated throughout Europe, and civilized human- 
ity recognized in Irish music the certificate of 
Ireland's claim to civilization. The airs to 
which Moore bad written immortal words could 
wot have teen born of -a barbarous and besotted 
race. If all else relative to anment Ireland were 
mythical, her music could not be so described. 
That was her diploma of glory, and her harp— 
the Sweetest of all the world—muight have for-

He has already ‘ put his 
foot down” on bogus Constables, and, doubt- 
less, his next step will be to deal in the same 
manper, by means of a criminal information, 
with certain qjtizens of Cook County, and the 
City of Chicago, who pretend tnat they are 
Justices of the Peace. and who are audacious 
enough to issue warrants in that capacity. A 
TRIBUNE reporter called upon Mr. Reed yesterday 
afternoon, and found that gentleman rather 
busily engaged in hunting up _ authorities 
cn spurious public officers. He was, therefore. 
not 10 a mood to be very communicative, Dut was 
decidediy emplatic. he reporter said: ‘‘I 
pave come to ask vou somethiug relative to the 
serving of warrants by unau borized partics.” 
Mr. Reed—Yes. Wel!, 1 am just looking that 
matier up. I filed an information against some 
bogus Constables yesterday. 

RK.—Some Just.ces of the Peace, who are said 
to have no autbority to act, are in the babit of 
issuing warrants. 

Mr. Reed—I have heard something of the 
kind. Do you know of any “Justices” who do 
that kind of thing ? 

R.—lt is not my desire to accuse any one, but 
it is asserted that Justice Danyon continues to 
act as formerly. 

Mr. Reed—He bas no more right to act as a 
Justice of the Peace since last Decemver. He is 
not qualified, and lays himself open to prosecu- 
tion. 

R.—Suprose that a citizen is arrested by a bo- 
gus Covttabie on a legal warrant, What redress 
has he got ? 

Mr. Keed—He can bribg suit for false arrest, 
aod make it ho: for the bogus Constable. 

R.—Suppose that the warrant is all correct 
apd the Constable boxus, doestihe latter fact do 
away with the power of the former ? 

Mr. Reed—No man has any right to serve a 
warrant, or to arrest a citizen on that warrant, 
unless duly authorized by law, Any man who 
acts as a Constable, without authority, is simply 
an outlaw. 

R.—iben anv citizen has a @ght to resist ar- 
reat by.a bogus Constable ? 

Mr. Reed—Certainly. 

R.—Aud a citizen, in resisting arrest in knock- 
ing a bogus Constable down, would noi be liable 
to crimivail prosecution ? 

Mr. Reed—Not at all. The knocking down 
would be perfectly justifiable. Lam. however. 
going to make this thing so plain that the blind- 
est of them can see it belo e very loug. 

With tuis promise Mr. Reed returned to his 
authorities, and the reporter departed, exclaim- 
ing pathetically, ** Alas, poor Banyon !” 

THE [RIBUNE published the other day a list of 
genuine Constables furnished by the County 
Clerk. Now, all that is needed is for every citi- 
zen to get the list, andif any man whose name 
does not figure thereon pretends to molest his 
person or his property. to knock him down and 
pound him. There is law for it, it seems.

GEN. SHALER’S FOURTH REPORT. 
THE FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

Gen. Shaler yesterdav submitted to the Board 
of Police his recommendations as to the changes 
that ought to be made in the fire-alarm tele- 
eraph system now in use in this city. The Board 
held a conference with him on the subject yes- 
terday afternoon, and then accepted and placed 
on file the following recommendations: 

To the Board of Police Commissioners : 

GENTLEMEN: The “ Telegraph Bureau,” the im- 
portance of waich in connection with the services of 
the Fire Brigade is fully appreciated by you, requires 
some changes and additions to make it as reliable ana 
efficient as it should be, A fire-alarm telegraph fora 
city as large as Cuicago should embrace, 

iret | A distribution of signal boxes, from one to 
three blocks apart, connected with the central o‘tice, 
and disposed upon the lines so that no two contiguons 
ool or two of any three boxes,are upon the same 

cuit. 

Second—There are now but two alarm circuits con- 
necting the central office with company quarters, etc., 


fire there were five, one of which was destroyed, and, 


was resorted to of using the signal lines for sending 
out alarms. Two others also have since been ured for 


shouia be connected. The large tower-be.ls are now 
struck by the same circuit that strikes the gongs in 

company quarters, This arrangement consumes un- 
necessary time in notifying the companies, and should 
_ remedied by placing the tower-bells ona separate 
ine. 

Third—The tower-hbells of each division, with their 
siow movement rtriking-apparatus, can be placed on 
separate lines at asmali expense, and should be for 
the reasons above stated. 

Fourth—There are twenty towers erected upon the 
engine-houses high enough in most cases to be useful 
in detecting fires; but none of them are connected 
with headguerters by telegraph. As #® consequence 
they are of vaiue on!y in obtaining early information 
of fires near by. If they are used at as lookout, 
they should be connected with the central ofiice by 
means of a separate ine, with a Morse key and instru- 
mentineach lookout, sothat in discovering a fire in 
any part of the city the watebman may, by use of his 
Morse key, notiiy the central office of its location ; or 
if he sees a suspicious light or smoke may cali the at- 
tention of the neighboring watchman to it. 

Fifth—Dial or talking circuits, connecting tne dif- 
ferent headquarters of the Fire Department, may not 
be regarded as indispensable, but are extretmuely use- 
ful in transmitting communications with a saving of 
time, which in many instances in this branch of public 
service is of the highest importance: and taken in 
connection with the service they may render in the 
operations of the other bureaus of the Fire Depart- 
ment, their introduction may be regarded as necessa-

TRANSIT OF VENUS, 
LECTURE BEFORE THE CHICAGO ATHENEUM 
PROF, COLBERT. 

Yesterday evening Mr. Elias Colbert lectured 
in the church-room in the Methodist Caurch 
Block, iu the Atheneum course, on the Transit 
of Venus. The room was filledand the audience 
attentive and interested. After giving a de- 
tailed account of the object of the observations, 
the method of making them, eic., he closed as 
follows: 

‘** There is danger that, amid the eclat which 
attends the successful observations of the tran- 
sit of Vonus, the value of the labor, whicb have 
led up to it, will be anderrated or forgotten. 
‘lhe haman mind is ready evough to applaud the 
result of a successful combat witha huge aif- 
ticulty, while ic is too often insensible to the 
value of the training which renders such a re- 
sult possible, aod to the imaportance of the 
preparatory work which forms the ground on 
wuich the cont-stant struggles for the mastery. 
Here, in Chicago, the people are alive io the 
importance of the transit; thousands read 
eayerly the telegrams which anpounce that this 
or that party has succeeded in okies valuable 
obse:vatious of the phenomenon, while they en- 
tirely forget that we have ip our midst &n lostru- 
ment capasie of doing almost equaliy important 
work, which is suffered to rest for years together 
for lack of a ijittle pecuniary support. ‘he 
Dearborn Observatory is the standing disgrace 
of Chicago, not only since the great fire, but 
before it. Our citizens ought to be ashamed of 
themselves that a telescope, which till within 
three years past was the best on the face of our 
globe, has been suffered to lie here idly for want 
of funds wherewith to euable Chicago to take 
the same rapk in the scientific world that she 
has long since asserted in the commercial. 
{ almost blush at the thought that the Director 
of that Observatory, a gentieman whose abilities 
entitle him to take a plave in the very front rank 
of scientific workers, and of uhom not only 
Chicago, but tbe whole United States, oaght to 
be proud, has not received a cent of salary since 
the fire of more than three years ago. I have 
not, however, relinquished the hoe that there 
will yet be found ip this city enough men 
righteous to the cause of scientific investigaiion 
Lo place our Observatory upon a satisfactory 
basis. and ensble i to aid in the work of as- 
tronomical research. ‘The fire was perhaps a 
suificient excuses for the non-representation of 
this city im che observatious of last Luesday 
nigut, but it will oot, aud ought not to, prevent 
sur co-operation in 1332, 1n the task of verifying 
and cojrecting the results obtained from tne 
tranat of Venus in 1374.”

DEATH OF SAMUEL PEARCE. 

Mr. Samuel Pearce, father of Messrs. Myron 
L. Pearce and J. Irving Pearce, died in this city 
Monday afternoon at the age of 83 years. He 
was born in Middlesex, Yates County, N. Y., 
July 27, 1792, and was a soldier in the war of 
1812. He came to Chicago from Clifton Springs,

Vacvceson House; and Mr. Samuel Darwin Pearce, 
their fourth pon, died in this city some tweive 
years ago. e 

The deceased has alwavs been remarkable for 
his physical strength and activity, and his mind 
was vigorous aud clear up to bis last moments. 
He bas bardly ever oeen sick, end auroras bis 
usual heaith up to one week ago last Tuursday, 
when he was sud jJenly attacked by inflammation 
of tne tungs. Ibe consequent sickness render- 
ed bim so feetle that hopes for bis recovery 
were no longer entertained, ang be finaly d.ed 
Monday aftern >on. 

His bereaved widow, thoueh comforted by lov- 
ing chiidren and grandchildren, feels the loss 
acutely. The funeral wil' take place from the 
vesidence of Myron L. Pearce, 1035 Iudiana 
avenue, to-molrow morning at 11 o'clock. |
